for government inspection. 
Handled as a fast northbound ami 
southbound freight, No. 4213 
made 
its full tonnage over the entire per­ 
iod and not once during the 
entire 
test was there a minute’s delay 
on 
account of the locomotive. 
1). I.. Forsythe, general road fore­ 
man of equipment, was in charge of 
the endurance run, and rode the en­ 
gine during the entire time with the 
exception of 400 miles. 
“This 
run was made 
for 
three 
reasons”, he said in an interview at 
the completion of the run. 
First, to 
find out if a freight locomotive could 
be run thirty days without the flues 
stopping up to sudh an extent as t > 
impair the steaming qualities of the 
engine; second, to see how long 
an 
engine could be run without having 
the fire knocked and the boiler wash­ 
ed out; third, to see if the 
engine 
would steam as well at the comple­

4213, pulled into Kansas City, having 
completed its world-record run 
of 
9700 miles under continuous fire be­ 
tween Kansas City and Birmingham, 
a distance of 737 miles, in approxi­ 
mately 750 hours. 
It was necessary 
to tie up the engine at Kansas City 
for government inspection. 
Handled as a fast northbound and 
southbound freight, No. 4213 
madn 
its full tonnage over the entire per­ 
iod and not once during the 
entire 
test was there a minute’s delay 
on 
account of the locomotive. 
D. L. Forsythe, general road fore­ 
man of equipment, was in charge of 
the endurance run, and rode the en­ 
gine during the entire time with the 
exception of 400 miles. 
‘T his 
run was made 
for 
three 
reasons”, he said in an interview at 
the completion of the run. 
First, to 
find out if a freight locomotive could 
be run thirty days without the flues 
stopping up to sudh an extent as to 
impair the steaming qualities of the 
engine; second, to see how long 
an 
engine could be run without having 
the fire knocked and the boiler wash­ 
ed out; third, to see if the 
engine 
would steam as well at the comple­ 
tion of 9700 miles as it did on

first of the trip. 
‘The locomotive was in fine condi­ 
tion when we tied up last night, and 
we could have gone on for

thirty days had it not been that, we 
had to tie up for government inspec­ 
tion.

Unseasoned lum­ 
ber causes many defects in buildings, 
such as cracks in floors, plastering, 
fitting doors; sagging and distorted 
or walls; lattling windows and loose- 
wails; leaks around doors ami 
win­ 
dows; weakened structures caused by 
reduced mail-holding power; blister­ 
ed paint; increased liability to 
de­ 
cay, and warped, checked, and 
cup- 
tped boards. 
In seasoning, a 12-inch 
board of fir or pine may shrink 
as 
much as half an inch in width. 
No 
matter how carefully lumber 
may 
have been seasoned, it must lie kept 
dry until used or it 
will 
reabsorb 
moisture. 
Wood intended for barns, 
hog houses, sheds, and similar struc­ 
tures need not be so dry as that used 
for the interior of house«. One satn- 
factorily 
dried, 
lumber 
for 
farm 
buildings wiU keep in good condition 
if bulk-piled in a dry unheated shed.
